Later in December Boston 
approved 64 units for the 
Magovern site, an architect was 
selected, site and preliminary 
plans were drawn che survey was 
conducted and test borings were 
taken, the borings disproved any 
doubts of the suitability of the 
land for building purposes. 

The town’s planning board held 
two hearings relating to the site 
selected, it recommended the 
establishment of a residence A4 
District for the purpose of elderly 
housing development and Lhat the 
Magovern property be classified 
as A4. 

The March town meeting voted 
unanimously for both proposals. 

According to Frank Chriscola. 
the state appointee to the local 
board, the latest switch could 
delay the project for nine months 
to a year. 

It was revealed to this news¬ 
paper that there are over 100 
applicants at this time for the 
proposed units and calls to this 
office indicate that a petition will 
soon be circulated by some of the 
towns elderly protesting the 
authority’s recent action, the 
prolonged delays and requesting 
that the town manager ana town 
council investigate the entire 
problem. 


mind took place and the local 
group reversed its decision with 
the then chairman Alfred St. 
John and members Daniel Di 
Donato and Raymond Charest 
voting for a site at the nearby 
Brady Village Veteran’s Housing 
project on Springfield St. 

Frank Chriscola and Richard 
Dudek voted against the move. 

The Brady Village site was 
opposed by the Agawam Council 
on Aging because of the lack of 
necessary services in the area, 
such as churches, stores, banks, 
post office, etc. 

In a letter to the Housing 
Authority, building inspector 
Joseph Conte informed them that 
only two acres were available for 
building purposes and that only 
sixteen units could be con¬ 
structed under the existing 
zoning laws at that time, 
providing that the town meeting 
approved of the zone change. 

On December 6 the authority 
then voted three to two to revert 
back to the original Magovern 
site by rescinding all other ac¬ 
tions, with Chriscola, DiDonato 
and Dudek in favor, Charest and 
St. John opposed. Following this 
move a second site was voted as 
an alternate or second choice, 
being located on Silver St. known 


After two years and eight 
months of bickering and in¬ 
decision it appeared that the 64 
additional units of elderly 
housing might finally get un¬ 
derway. 

All that was left to do was to 
submit to Boston an appraisal of 
value on the Magovern site off 
Main St., which had previously 
been approved by the Boston 
office of Housing Assistance. The 
failure of the local group to 
comply with the appraisal 
request caused them to miss both 
the June and October funding 
periods. It was expected that this 
slight problem would be resolved 
at a November meeting and that 
funds would be made available in 
December. 

Three members of the 
authority, chairman Richard 
Dudek, Alfred St. John and 
Raymond Charest along with 
their wives, attended a 
November dinner meeting at 
Agawam’s posh Federal Hill 
Club; paid for by public funds. 
The result of the meeting was a 
vote to again switch the location 
of the project site. 

The Magovern site was 
originally selected by the local 
authority and approved by the 
State in April 1971 but a change of

Housing Authority 
Should Resign 

If elderly people are to live in dignity after con¬ 
tributing to the economy of the nation, state and 
community, then they should have access to decent, 
safe and sanitary shelter and their income should not 
be considered as a yardstick to measure the quality of 
their housing. A decent and wholesome environment is 
essential if the recognized social goals of prolonged re¬ 
tirement life are to be met. Housing is one of the 
pressing social problems of our time. The conditions in 
which elderly people live have a lot to do with how they 
will fare in confronting morale problems such as lone¬ 
liness, in coping with their own limitations resulting 
from age, or in seeking out meaningful new roles for 
themselves in society. 

With these considerations in mind the Town of Aga¬ 
wam can no longer, through its present Housing Au¬ 
thority, afford to drag its feet in providing additional 
housing for its elderly citizens. It must take the 
initiative by providing rents which the elderly can 
afford to pay through public housing, private publicly- 
subsidized housing, or various levels of rent assistance. 

We are convinced after long delays that the present 
elected members of the authority cannot meet the re¬ 
quired goals necessary to assist the town’s elderly. 

They apparently lack the motivation, dedication and 
the capacity required to move forward to fulfill the 
obligations to which they were elected. 

They should resign and make way for new members, 
most of whom we believe should be from the “over 65 
group” because older people should be allowed to 
share in determining the housing policies which effect 
their lives. Participation and “being listened to” are 
important factors in feeling that one still counts. 

Our Housing Authority has failed to consult with 
elderly groups or the local Council on Aging on con¬ 
struction plans or where housing should be located. Its 
chairman, Richard Dudek, by virtue of his office, is a 
member of the local Council on Aging, yet he has not 
once in the year of his^tewardship attended any of the 
COA meetings, nor has he designated a representative 
to these monthly meetings as provided for in the town’s 
bylaws. 

It is unfortunate that the other elected members, 
Alfred St. John, Raymond Charest and Daniel Di- 
Donato, have not asserted their voted to expedite the 
64 units of housing already approved by the state. To 
accept the glory of being elected to office is one thing, 
but not to perform is a violation of the public trust.

GIVE A PAINTING FOR CHRISTMAS

Conservation received a shot in 
the arm recently when the State 
Legislators passed a revised 
version of the previous Hatch 
Act. The “New Hatch Act” 
grants powers to the local Con¬ 
servation Commissions and all 
who intend to develop in the Town 
of Agawam should become 
familiar with it. Copies will be 
available in the Building In¬ 
spectors Office or from any 
Conservation Commission. Mr. 
John Farrington and I have spent 
some time going over this new 
“Hatch Act” and have attended 
lectures concerning the same. 

Basically what the revised 
Hatch Act does is give control to 
the local Conservation Com¬ 
missions over the wetlands. 
Before a person can remove, fill, 
dredge, or alter any bank, beach, 
marsh, or swamp bordering any 
estuary, creek, river, stream, 
pond, or lake, or any land subject 
to flooding, he must take the 
following steps: 

1. File a written notice of intent 
describing the p6rposed activity 
and an environmental impact 
study at least 60 days prior to the 
work. A copy is to be sent by 
certified mail to the Department 
of Natural Resources, the 
Department of Public Works 
(Boston) and to the Agawam 
Conservation Commission. Also, 
a filing fee of $25.00 must be sent 
to the Agawam Conservation 
Commission (check payable to 
the Conservation Fund.) 

2. No notice shall be sent 
before all permits, variances and 
approvals required by local law 
have been obtained. 

3. Upon notice, the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources will 
send a filing number to the ap¬ 
plicant and to the Agawam 
Conservation Commission. 

4. Upon notice, the Agawam 


Conservation Commission hold a 
public hearing within 21 days of 
receipt of notice — advertising at 
the expense of the applicant. 

5. If the Agawam Conservation 
Commission determines the work 
to be significant to the public or 
private water supply, ground 
water supply, flood control, 
storm drainage prevention, or 
the prevention of pollution, 
within 21 days after said hearing, 
orders of condition will be sent to 
the applicant. 

6. Not more than 28 days after 
the hearing, any person 
aggrieved by an order issued 
after the hearing (owner, owner 
of abutting land, or any ten 
residents of Agawam) may, be 
certified mail requests to the 
Department of Natural 
Resources pass judgment on the 
orders of condition. 

7. No proposed work shall 
begin until the final orders with 
respect to such work have been 
recorded in the Registry of Deeds 
at the owners expense. 

8. The owner must post a sign 
stating “Mass. Dept, of Natural 
Resources File Number —.” The 
sign must be two to three square 
feet at the entrance to the project 
and may not be afixed to a tree or 
telephone pole. 

9. Violation is punishable by a 
fine of $100 and/or a six month 
jail sentence. 

10. The Conservation Com¬ 
mission may issue a cease and 
disest order on any such project if 
a violation exists. 

After a thorough review of the 
bill, we feel that it certainly is in 
the best interest of the town. 
Some of the Contractors in town 
have been fully cooperative. 
Now, because of this local con¬ 
trol, we hope all will cooperate so 
that no work projects are un¬ 
necessarily held up.

trustees. Mrs. Knowles re¬ 
appointed Mr. Murray D. Smith 
of Williamstown to serve as co- 
chairman with Miss Judy Curto 
of West Springfield who replaced 
Mrs. William Keogh of Agawam. 
Mrs. Keogh was recently elected 
treasurer of the state association. 
The Western Region, for the first 
time in several years, has a 
position on the Executive Board 
as well as two others on the Board 
of Directors. 

The Executive Board voted to 
support three new bills to be 
introduced into the legislature. 
One bill will increase the amount 
coming back to local libraries 
from 37-1/2 cents to 50£ per 
capita.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO THE

Another important issue af¬ 
fecting retirement income is its 
security. While income may be 
adequate at the time of 
retirement, it may become 
inadequate as time passes. This 
unfavorable development may 
occur for one or more of three 
major reasons. First, assuming a 
relatively fixed income, its 
purchasing power will decline 
with price inflation. Second, 
assuming improvement in the 
living standard of the working 
population, the living standard of 
the retired — as supported by 
their relatively fixed income — 
will fall behind that of the 
working (non-aged) population, 
leading to feelings of relative 
deprivation and insecurity in 
terms of the contemporary living 
standards of society at large. 
Third, to the extent to which 
assets are depleted to sup¬ 
plement current income, those 
assets will yield a diminishing 
amount of current income — 
interest, dividends, rents, etc. 

In summary, income is one of 
the extremely important 
determinants of an individual’s 
sense of well-being. A solution to 
the income problem can bring 
with it solutions to many other 
problems of old age, such as 
social isolation and psychological 
deprivation. But in seeking to 
solve the income problem, 
adequacy and security of income 
both should be considered. 


quality of public and private 
services. Such services enable 
the underprivileged to gain in¬ 
formation and skills that help 
them to use their incomes more 
efficiently. Such services are also 
necessary to assure ready access 
to the basic amenities of life. 

Even though income 
inadequacy is defined in money 
terms, it does not necessarily 
follow that all problems 
associated with inadequate in¬ 
come can be solved simply by 
giving people more money. It is 
debatable, for example, whether 
increases in income without 
improvement in the availability 
and quality of facilities for health 
care, housing, transportation, 
and other public and private 
services would permit the elderly 
to participate fully in family and 
community life. The sup¬ 
plementary role of services and 
facilities is particularly 
significant in the short run. 

In considering income 
adequacy in old age, close at¬ 
tention should be paid to the 
relationship between pre¬ 
retirement and post-retirement 
income. In an economic system 
in which personal incentive, 
responsibility, and individual 
contributions are reflected in 
differential earnings, it follows 
that some preservation of these 
differentials in retirement in¬ 
come is desirable, provided at 
least a minimum adequate level 
of income is assured to all. 


Many needs of the elderly and 
many problems of isolation and 
unhappiness facing the elderly 
can be traced to the inadequacy 
and insecurity of their incomes. 
Even when hardships are not 
directly caused by lack of in¬ 
come, insufficient financial 
resources most certainly 
aggravate the discomfort and 
misery that are visited upon the 
old. Adequate and secure 
retirement income can be a very 
significant factor in preventing 
or at least ameliorating a variety 
of problems that confront the 
elderly. 

When income is secure and 
adequate, the elderly have less 
difficulty in competing in the 
marketplace for food, shelter, 
and clothing, for medical and 
educational attention and the 
like, because the satisfaction of 
such basic human wants indeed 
depends on a command over 
purchasing power. Further, when 
such income is available, there is 
less need for public agencies to 
provide alternate markets 
through which special prices, as 
well as free services and 
facilities, are made available. 

In a society which is making 
progress toward reducing 
economic poverty (defined in 
money terms, as opposed to 
cultural, moral, spiritual 
poverty), one strategy for 
bolstering the incomes of the poor 
is to improve the availability and
